change on youth the need was emphasized for a manyfolded approach to the youth. This 
includes the richness of liturgy, as well as pedagogical wisdom and skill. The discussion 
made it clear that we should study together the different traditions of our churches, 
their spiritual life and diaconical activity. Thanks to numerous contributions made by all 
the participants in the seminar, an intensive exchange of views and ecumenical learn- 
ing took place. 

All the participants emphasized the significance of such seminars and visits for 
sharing in ecumenical life. It was noted that such meetings in the present political 
situation characterized by tension play an important part: they clearly show the desire 
to cooperate across all the tensions, to learn from one another, to exchange views and to 
pray together. The participants expressed a desire that such meetings and seminars 
between the Russian Orthodox Church and the AEJ be continued. 

The program of the visit included various briefing sessions. The Russian Orthodox 
delegation was received by the president of Landtages in Baden-Wiirttemberg. 
Representatives of the Federal Ministry for Youth, Family and Health informed the 
delegation about the tasks and structures of the aid to the youth in the Federal 
Republic of Germany.
